Advertising 


Full  marks  for  persistence  must  go  to  Mr  R.  P.  Marr  in 
his  battle  by  correspondence  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  over  the  use  of  restricted  titles  in  advertising 
(p5).  Unfortunately  for  him — and  for  retail 
pharmacists  in  the  same  dilemma — he  may  be  asking  a 
question  Mr  Lewis,  the  secretary  and  registrar,  is  in  no 
position  to  answer. 

But  for  the  superintendent  pharmacist,  responsible 
in  law  to  his  company  and  through  "ethics"  to  his 
profession,  the  distinction  being  drawn  between  law 
and  ethics  may  seem  less  clear  than  it  does  to  Mr  Lewis. 
That  is  particularly  so  when  it  is  realised  that  some 
ethical  transgressions  or  policies  have  become  the 
subject  of  High  Court  proceedings. 

As  a  pharmacist,  a  superintendent  may  be  in  total 
support  of  his  professional  code.  But  what  if  he  judges 
his  observance  of  the  code  harms  his  company's 
business  because  others  ignore  it  with  apparent 
impunity?  His  position  is  difficult  and  he  needs  advice 
before  he  himself  can  advise.  That  advice  is  what 
Mr  Marr  seeks  from  the  Society. 

There  could  be  a  number  of  reasons  why  the  advice 
seems  so  elusive  and  a  prime  candidate  must  be  doubt 
about  the  Society's  powers  on  this  particular  issue.  If 
the  Society  is  in  doubt  about  its  ability  to  enforce  the 
code  on  advertising  against  major  interests,  the  implied 
"threat"  of  action  against  "weaker"  members  should 
be  publicly  lifted  and  the  reasons  stated  until  the 
question  is  resolved. 

Meanwhile,  no-one  would  quarrel  with  the  Society's 
attempts  to  "persuade"  on  matters  of  ethics — and  it 
must  be  recognised  that  for  an  advertising  "snowball" 
to  start  rolling  during  the  negotiations  would  negate  its 
efforts.  But  there  must  be  a  time  limit,  or  frustration 
alone  will  set  the  snowball  on  the  move. 

In  such  circumstances  a  fait  accompli  situation 
could  arise  and  with  demonstrable  evidence  of 
rejection  of  the  Council's  policy  by  a  large  section  of 
the  profession  the  courts  would  be  unlikely  to 
support  attempts  to  enforce  the  code. 


Who  pays  ? 


The  transformation  from  "poor  relation"  to  the 
profession's  "elite"  in  16  months  must  leave  some 
hospital  pharmacists  dizzy,  and  if  they  ask  themselves 
whether  there  is  a  price  still  to  be  paid  they  will  not  be 
alone  in  their  doubts.  But  others  will  be  asking  also 
whether  there  is  a  price  to  be  paid  by  the  whole 
profession.

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Notional  salary 
up  to  £4,725 


Agreement  has  been  reached  on  the  pro- 
prietors' notional  salary  and  an  increase 
in  the  urgent  fee,  the  Central  NHS 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  reports. 
But  in  the  negotiations  on  notional  salary, 
the  Department  of  Health  rejected  com- 
parability with  hospital  service  grades. 

The  new  notional  salary  is  £4,725  from 
January  1,  1975.  This  compares  with 
£3,778  at  January  1,  1974,  raised  by  the 
operation  of  the  threshold  agreement  to 
£4,007  at  December  31,  1974.  Calculated 
on  a  January  to  January  basis  the  increase 
is  251  per  cent  and  the  Committee  noted 
at  its  June  25  meeting  that  approximately 
three-quarters  of  recent  settlements  for 
those  earning  above  £50  per  week  were 
based  on  increases  of  less  than  25  per  cent 
over  1974. 

However,  the  Committee  remained 
convinced  that  the  salary  levels  of 
pharmacists  in  the  hospital  service  and  of 
doctors  and  dentists  could  not  be  ignored 
in  the  determination  of  the  notional  salary 
of  the  proprietor  pharmacist.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Health  had  been  told  clearly  that 
the  figure  fell  short  of  the  appropriate 
level  within  the  general  context  of  the 
NHS  and  other  profession  salaries  and 
that  the  Committee  intended  to  continue 
to  pursue  the  question  of  comparability  in 
future  negotiations. 

The  Committee  noted  that  the  award 
had  already  been  substantially  anticipated 
in  recent  increases  in  chemists'  remunera- 
tion so  that  the  settlement  will  not 
per  se  result  in  a  further  immediate 
adjustment  of  the  professional  fee  or 
on-cost.  It  was  also  stressed  that  the  pro- 
prietor's notional  salary  is  intended  to 
reflect  payment  for  additional  responsi- 
bilities not  undertaken  by  a  manager  and 
for  that  reason  the  proprietor's  notional 
salary  was  not  to  be  regarded  as  appro- 
priate for  managerial  comparison  purposes. 

Urgent  fees 

Following  the  rejection  of  two  previous 
offers  from  the  Department  of  Health,  the 
Committee  accepted  a  revised  offer  of 
improved  fees  for  urgent  out-of-hours 
dispensing  from  June  1,  1975.  The  new 
scales  are  (previous  scales  in  parenthesis): 
4(c)  =. 


In  the  light  of  the  replies  from  Area 
Chemist  Contractors  Committees  to  ACC 
letter  12/74,  which  set  out  details  of  the 
proposals  for  a  new  NHS  contract,  the 
Committee  decided  to  recommend  three 
changes: 

□  Implementation  of  the  small  pharma- 
cies scheme 

□  Introduction  of  a  premises  allowance 
as  set  out  in  ACC  12/74 — ie,  equal  to  the 
NHS  turnover  percentage  of  the  total 
turnover  applied  to  the  annual  rent  and 
rates.  (In  respect  of  freehold  premises  a 
notional  rent  determined  by  the  district 
value  would  be  used) 

□  A  revised  Terms  of  Service  and  a 
revised  Hours  of  Service  Scheme. 

It  was  agreed  that  these  proposals 
should  be  put  before  the  conference  of 
ACCC  representatives  on  September  21. 
Because  of  the  wide  divergence  of  views 
expressed,  it  was  decided  that  no  recom- 
mendation should  be  made  at  the  con- 
ference at  this  stage  in  respect  of  the  basic 
practice  allowance  and  ancillary  and 
locum  allowance. 

Postgraduate  education 

It  was  reported  that  a  letter  had  been 
received  from  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  seeking  the  Committee's 
comments  on  the  general  practice  aspects 
of  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  on 
Postgraduate  Education  and  Training. 
The  Committee  accepted  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  as  set  out  in  that  report. 

Still  no  clear  answer  on 
restricted  titles 

Mr  R.  P.  Marr  superintendent  pharmacist 
of  Forbes  Johnston  Ltd,  Dundee,  is  still 
trying  to  obtain  clarification  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  intentions  on  the 
use  of  restricted  titles  in  advertising. 

The  latest  reply  from  Mr.  D.  F.  Lewis, 
secretary  and  registrar,  points  out  that 
there  is  no  "new  ruling"  because  Branch 
Representatives  in  May  merely  confirmed 
the  existing  paragraph  in  the  Statement 
upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct.  It

is,  he  writes,  a  matter  of  ethics  and  not  of 
law  and  Council  has  had  confirmation  of 
its  interpretation  of  the  statement  by  the 
Representatives'  161  to  27  vote. 

"Improvements  in  professional  stan- 
dards are  not  brought  about  by  decisions 
of  the  disciplinary  committee  but  by  the 
wishes  of  the  members  of  the  profession 
although  a  decision  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee supporting  the  current  view  in  the 
profession  is  of  considerable  value.  In  the 
Care  case  which  you  cited,  the  Council 
was,  by  correspondence  and  meetings, 
seeking  to  persuade  the  promoters  of  the 
scheme  to  accept  the  Council's  point  of 
view.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  policy  of 
persuasion  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
titles  will  continues  to  be  used  by  Council 
and  that  is  the  assurance  I  can  give  you 
at  the  present  time." 

Mr  Marr  is  still  asking  for  a  clear  "yes" 
or  "no"  whether  the  Statutory  Committee 
will  take  disciplinary  action  against  the 
superintendent  of  "each  and  every"  com- 
pany or  organisation  that  persists  in  using 
restricted  titles  in  advertising  and  "whose 
breach  of  etiquette"  has  been  drawn  to 
the  Society's  attention  by  the  complaint  of 
a  member  of  the  Society.  "If  the  answer 
is  'no'  we  should  be  grateful  if  you  would 
confirm  that  this  means  that  disciplinary 
action  will  not  be  taken  in  any  case  where 
the  use  of  the  words  is  a  simple 
designation  only." 

New  Limmits  labels 

Unicliffe  Ltd  have  advised  that,  following 
the  test  case  brought  against  them  over 
the  labelling  of  Limmits  ready  meals  (last 
week  p842),  all  future  deliveries  will  be 
in  amended  packaging.  As  a  matter  of 
urgency,  the  company  is  to  provide  labels 
for  sticking  on  packages  already  in 
retailers'  hands.  The  labels  will  be  posted 
shortly  and  Unicliffe  Ltd  would  appre- 
ciate pharmacists'  co-operation.

New  salaries  for  hospital  pharmacists  and 
NHS  pharmaceutical  officers — including 
£2,580  a  year  for  a  preregistration  student 
— were  agreed  at  a  Pharmaceutical  Whitley 
Council  meeting  last  week. 

The  new  salaries  (see  table,  below)  are 
to  become  effective  from  two  dates — 
March  1,  1975  for  the  lower  rates  and  the 
higher  rates  on  June  1,  1975.  The  advance 
letter  was  to  be  agreed  at  a  meeting  on 
Wednesday  between  Mr  J.  Mercer,  Divis- 
ional officer,  Association  of  Scientific, 
Technical  and  Managerial  Staffs,  and  the 
management  side  secretary,  and  it  was 
hoped  that  the  letter  will  be  sent  out 
quickly. 

Points  to  note  about  the  new  salaries 
include: 

□  There  was  agreement  on  a  percentage 
differential  in  the  order  of  16  per  cent 
from  the  bottom  of  the  basic  grade 
pharmacists'  scale  for  preregistration 
students  in  order  to  preserve  relativities; 

Officers'  rates  'interim' 

□  The  increases  for  area  and  regional 
pharmacists  and  all  NHS  officers  are 
interim,  pending  the  results  of  the  salary 
review.  Anomalies  created  by  the  January 
1,  1975  settlement  were  ameliorated  with- 
out prejudicing  the  outcome  of  future 
negotiations; 

i  Whatever  is  negotiated  by  ASTMS  for 
clinical  psychologists  next  year  will  apply 
to  basic  staff  and  principal  grades  on 
April  I,  1976  with  appropriate  increase  for 
higher  grades; 

□  The  district  pharmaceutical  officer 
allowance  will  be  increased  by  20  per 
cent,  but  allowances  other  than  sessional 
rates  and  locum  fees  will  not  be  increased. 
The  management  side  is  to  consider 
ASTMSV  proposals  on  those  two  fees. 

□  An  acting  allowance  has  been  agreed 
and  will  be  promulgated  in  the  advance 
letter. 

No  agreement  was  reached  at  the 
Whitley  Council  meeting  on  reduction  of 
hours,  pro-rata  part-time  payments  and 
increased  holidays.  An  examination  of 
lecture  fees  is  to  be  conducted  jointly  to 
see  if  additional  payments  applied  to 
clinical  psychologists  can  also  be  applied 
to  hospital  pharmacists.  Mr  Mercer  is  to 


meet  the  management  side  secretary  to 
examine  how  various  formulas  would  need 
modifications  to  obtain  flexible  dates  for 
individual  pharmacists'  annual  increments. 

Two  council  members  lose 
seats  in  Guild  elections 

The  results  of  the  Guild  of  Hospitals 
Pharmacists  delayed  council  election  have 
now  been  announced. 

An  election  earlier  this  year  was  declared 
'null  and  void"  because  postal  delays 
prevented  some  members  receiving  ballot 
papers  in  time  to  vote. 

The  following  five  members  in  alpha- 
betical order  have  been  elected  for  the 
next  two  years:  J.  D.  Cronin,  Miss  M. 
Dinwoodie,  C.  Hetherington,  C.  R. 
Hitchings,  C.  H.  P.  Robinson.  Two  pre- 
vious members  of  the  Council,  Mr  J.  R. 
Peattie  and  Mr  B.  H.  Smith,  were  not 
re-elected.  Some  557  papers  were  counted, 
but  voting  figures  are  available  as  the 
ballot  was  by  single  transferable  vote.  The 
following  district  members  were  elected 
unopposed:  W.  T.  Brookes,  J.  W.  B.  Fish, 
D.  W.  Harris,  Miss  M.  Hodges,  K.  I. 
Munns,  H.  H.  Poole  and  S.  Wozniak. 
□  The  Guild  members  are  currently  vot- 
ing by  postal  ballot  on  a  proposal  to 
amend  the  Council's  structure  to  provide 
for  members  elected  on  a  regional  basis. 

Over  £%m  lost  in  unpaid 
script  charges 

Executive  councils  suffered  a  loss  of 
some  £325,000  in  the  year  ended  March 
31,  1974  from  failure  of  patients  to  pay 
prescription  charges. 

According  to  the  NHS  Acts  1946  to 
1968  Accounts  1973-74  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  £0  70)  published  this  week,  sample 
checks  of  prescription  forms  on  which 
patients  had  claimed  exemption  from 
charges  showed  an  estimated  loss  of 
£300,000  in  England  and  £25,000  in  Wales 
fiom  non-payment  of  charges  due. 

The  executive  councils  paid  £234.478,890 
to  pharmacists  in  England  for  the  supply 
and  dispensing  of  drugs  and  appliances, 
less   £22,361,732   in   charges   to  patients. 


Corresponding  figures  for  the  previous 
year  were  £213,499,367  and  £21,492,229. 

The  sum  was  made  up  approximately  as: 
cost  of  drugs,  medicines,  appliances  and 
allowances  for  containers  £171,252,000,  on- 
cost allowance  £18,269,000,  professional 
fees  £44,568,000  and  rota  payments 
£390,000.  It  included  a  net  payment  of 
£2,611,879  for  prescriptions  written  by 
hospital  doctors  for  out-patients  and 
dispensed  by  retail  pharmacists. 

The  total  payments  by  executive 
councils  for  pharmaceutical  services  in 
England  was  £226,729,381  (£204,138,530  in 
1972-73)  which  included  £14,074,904  to 
medical  practitioners  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  and  appliances.  In  Wales  the  total 
payments  were  £18,075,642  (£16,377,051) 
of  which  a  net  £16,964,246  (£15,440,956) 
was  to  pharmacists  and  £1,070,249  to 
medical  practitioners. 

Hospital  expenditure  on  drugs  was 
£42,614,491  (£34,719,766)  in  England  and 
£2,185,934  (£1,798,708)  in  Wales. 

Analgesic  use  details  in 
Government  survey 

About  four  times  as  many  analgesics  were 
self-prescribed  as  were  taken  on  a  doctor's 
prescription  in  the  final  quarter  of  1972, 
according  to  the  General  Household  Sur- 
vey for  that  year,  published  last  week  (HM 
Stationery  Office,  £5). 

The  consumption  rate  for  self -prescribed 
aspirin  was  about  20  times  that  for  pre- 
scribed aspirin  whereas  for  analgesics 
containing  paracetamol  and  codeine  the 
self-prescribed  rates  were  twice  and  three 
times  the  prescribed  rates.  With  all  anal- 
gesics, the  rates  for  drugs  taken  on 
prescription  increased  with  age  while  rates 
for  self-prescribed  analgesics  decreased 
with  age. 

This  was  the  first  time  the  Office  of 
Population  Censuses  and  Surveys  included 
questions  on  medicine-taking  in  their 
household  survey:  the  aim  was  to  collect 
information  on  the  use  of  medicines 
known  to  produce  adverse  side-effects 
when  taken  for  prolonged  periods  or  in 
large  doses.  The  phenacetin  data  is  said 
to  have  been  considered  by  the  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Medicines  when  deciding  to 
make  the  drug  prescription  only, 
make  the  drug  available  on  prescription 
only. 

Over  a  quarter  (27  per  cent)  of  all 
adults  in  the  survey  had  taken  analgesics 
during  the  previous  week  and  in  every  age 
group  more  women  than  men  had  taken 
them,  with  aspirin  being  the  most  popu- 
lar. Three-quarters  of  the  self-prescribed 
analgesics  contained  aspirin  but  when  pre- 
scribed by  doctors,  paracetamol  predomi- 
nated (52  per  cent)  and  aspirin  was  minor.

The  trade  recession  which  has  hit  certain 
sections  of  the  country's  economy  appears 
to  be  affecting  the  pharmaceutical  and 
cosmetic  industries. 

One  in  six  (171  per  cent)  employers  in 
this  sector  plan  to  lake  on  staff  this 
summer,  and  although  this  is  higher  than 
in  the  previous  quarter  (16  5  per  cent)  the 
forecast  recruitment  is  below  last  year's 
level  of  26  5  per  cent,  according  to  an 
employment  survey  published  on  Tuesday 
by  Manpower. 

The  percentage  of  employers  expecting 
staff  cutbacks  during  the  season  (6  3  per 
cent)  has  dropped  since  the  last  quarter 
(7-2  per  cent),  but  has  increased  over  last 
year's  negligible  level  (0  9  per  cent),  the 
report  adds. 

The  survey,  which  covers  the  three 
months  to  September  30,  includes  all  major 
industries.  It  is  based  on  returns  from 
senior  executives  in  3,738  companies  in 
30  industry  groupings  covering  more  than 
one  million  employees. 

The  survey  discloses  that  summer  re- 
cruitment in  the  seasonal  industries  has 
also  dropped,  to  half  of  last  year's  level 
—the  lowest  forecast  since  Manpower 
began  its  quarterly  surveys  of  employment 
prospects  nine  years  ago.

Cocoa  products  labelling 

Proposals  have  been  issued  to  make  regu- 
lations under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  to 
control  the  composition  and  labelling  of 
cocoa  and  chocolate  products  intended  for 
human  consumption.  Copies  may  be 
cbtained  from  Food  Standards  Division, 
Branch  C,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Room  188,  Great 
Westminster  House,  Horseferry  Road, 
London,  SW1P  2AE,  and  comments  are 
required  by  August  15.  The  proposals 
implement  UK  obligations  under  EEC 
Directives. 


Vets  concerned  about 
illegal  drug  sales 

The  British  Veterinary  Association  is  con- 
cerned about  the  illegal  sale  of  antibiotics 
to  farmers. 

The  Association's  president,  Dr  Derek 
Tavernor,  issued  a  statement  last  week 
saying  that  the  health  of  both  the  public 
and  animals  was  endangered  by  this  prac- 
tice which  must  be  stopped.  Vets  had 
brought  samples  of  penicillin,  oxytetra- 
cycline  and  chloramphenicol,  which  had 
been  found  on  farms  in  Lanes,  Lines 
and  Suffolk,  and  which  had  not  been 
issued  on  prescription,  to  the  Association's 
council  meeting  as  evidence  of  the 
problem. 

The  illicit  drugs  were  usually  in  bottles 
bearing  labels  giving  little  information 
other  than  the  name  of  the  drug.  Some 
had  batch  numbers  but  the  indications, 
strength,  dosage  and  date  before  which 
they  should  be  used  were  omitted. 

A  spokesman  from  the  Association  told 
C&D  that  the  source  of  the  drugs  was 
unknown,  but  it  was  unlikely  that  any 
pharmacists  were  involved.  The  drugs  had 
probably  been  imported  from  Ireland  or 
Holland  where  they  were  available  with- 
out prescription  for  animal  treatment.  The 
problem  had  been  going  on  for  some  time 
and  the  Association  was  particularly  con- 
cerned about  the  risks  of  transferable 
drug  resistance,  masking  of  symptoms  and 
the  harm  to  animals  which  were  given 
wrong  or  inadequate  treatment. 

Declining  profitability  in 
the  distributive  trades 

A  new  report  published  by  the  Distribu- 
tive Trades  Economic  Development 
Committee  analyses  the  difficult  profit- 
ability and  liquidity  situation  experienced 
by  a  selection  of  large  and  medium  sized 
traders  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The 
main  findings  of  the  report  are  that  for 
the  companies  examined,  employment, 
profitability  and  investment  in  real  terms 
had  all  fallen  in  1974,  and  are  forecast  to 
continue  to  decline  in  1975.  The  sample 
of  companies  include  some  of  the  larger 
and  more  successful  companies  in  each 
sector  (pharmaceuticals  are  not  detailed). 

For  1974  the  pre-tax  profit  return 
declined  to  15  6  per  cent  from  17  8  per 
cent    in    1973.    although    there    was  an 


increase  in  absolute  levels  of  3  3  per  cent 
to  £50m.  The  companies  indicated  that  the 
drop  in  the  real  value  of  profitability  was 
caused  by  a  combination  of  gross  margin 
reductions,  a  rapid  acceleration  in  operat- 
ing costs,  and  intense  competition  in  a 
market  of  near  static  volume. 

For  the  major  non-food  retailers,  net 
cash  flow  was  sufficient  to  cover  net  fixed 
capital  investment  in  1973  but  in  1974  a 
deficit  arose  for  the  first  time  in  the  series. 
This  movement  together  with  a  further 
increase  in  stock  values  resulted  in  liquid- 
ity strains  in  1974.  However,  in  1975  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  deficit  will  be 
reversed  through  a  reduction  in  invest- 
ment, and  creditors  increasing  faster  than 
debtors.

Quinine  concession  ends 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  say  the  Department  of  Health 
has  been  advised  by  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  (hat  supplies  of  quinine 
sulphate  and  bisulphate  tablets  are  now 
available  to  meet  all  normal  prescription 
demands.  In  view  of  that  assurance  the 
Department  has  withdrawn,  with  effect 
from  July  1,  the  pricing  concession  intro- 
duced in  December  1974  for  contractors  in 
England  and  Wales,  which  enabled  pricing 
officers  to  accept  chemists'  endorsements 
where  prices  for  the  tablets  had  been  paid 
in  excess  of  those  in  the  Drug  Tarifl. 
□  The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  have  pointed  out  that  pre- 
scriptions for  Nystan  TP  should  be 
endorsed  indicating  whether  the  twin  pack 
o'-  triple  pack  has  been  supplied. 

Nystan  triple  pack  was  introduced 
recently  by  E.  R.  Squibb  &  Sons  Ltd 
(C&D,  May  17,  p674)  to  replace  the  twin 
pack  when  stocks  are  exhausted.  The 
triple  pack  carries  three  20p  prescription 
charges  and  attracts  three  fees.

Topical  reflections

Summer 


Most  amateur  horticulturists,  of  which  I  suppose  I  am  one,  have  planted, 
at  some  time,  a  small,  delicate-looking  specimen  of  cat-mint,  have  nursed 
it  and  tended  it  carefully  as  only  such  gardeners  can,  and  have  been 
afraid  it  would  die.  Two  years  later,  they  wish  it  had,  for  following  an 
anxious  convalescence,  it  has  outgrown  its  early  weakness  and  threatens 
to  devour  all  else  within  reach.  I  have,  since  its  recovery,  looked  at  it 
with  considerable  interest,  wondering,  as  the  ancients  must  have  done, 
if  something  which  could  recover  its  own  health  in  such  a  marked  manner 
could  not  give  to  mankind  some  of  its  own  exuberant  habit. 

Having  a  great  regard  for  those  same  ancients,  who  were  great  "triers" 
— they  tried  everything — I  consulted  a  Family  Herbal,  which  seldom  lets  me 
down.  I  learn  that  "cats  are  extravagantly  fond  of  the  smell  of  this  plant," 
and  that  may  account  for  the  Tom  and  Jerry  sounds  which  disturb  the 
silence  of  the  night.  (What  a  pity  we  have  lost  the  picturesque  phrase  of  an 
earlier  age — "extravagantly  fond"  is  pure  literature.)  But  does  cat-mint  put 
spring  into  your  step,  banish  spots  before  the  eyes,  making  them  sparkle, 
or  restore  youth  so  that  you,  too,  may  disdain  the  lift  in  a  block  of 
multi-storeyed  flats?  Alas,  the  volume  is  not  encouraging.  It  does  say  that 
it  is  considered  good  against  the  bite  of  a  scorpian,  but  adds,  rather 
regretfully  I  thought,  that  we  have  no  scorpions. 

From  personal  observation,  in  warm  sunshine  and  at  a  distance  of 
0-92  metres,  our  old  friend,  Apis  mellifica,  is  extremely  busy  ensuring  that 
we  have  a  least  one  of  the  ingredients  for  Gee's  linctus  next  winter, 
demonstrating  that  the  extravagant  fondness  is  not  confined  to  cats. 
However,  I  suspect  that  one  pharmacist  at  least  (Mr  S.  J.  Hopkins,  p852) 
has  other  plans  for  the  fruits  of  its  labours. 


Rambling 


In  the  distant  past,  before  I  had  any  marked  interest  in  gardening  as  such, 
I  attended  what  were  known  as  botany  "rambles."  (Why  "rambles,"  I 
wonder,  for  the  excursions  I  took  part  in  were  strictly  regimented.)  It  was 
following  one  such  outing  that  I  was  made  the  recipient  of  a  number  of 
young  plants  for  an  ornamental  border.  I  planted  them  and  tended  them 
with  affection,  and  it  was  not  for  some  months  that  I  discovered  I  had  taken 
charge  of  such  horticultural  gems  as  Hyoscyamus  niger,  Datura  stramonium, 
Digitalis  purpurea,  the  horse  radish,  belladonna,  and  what  was  ultimately 
recognised  by  an  expert  as  stinking  hellebore.  (We  had,  ourselves,  got 
half-way  to  recognition.) 

The  whole  effect  was  interesting  rather  than  decorative,  and  the 
experiment  was  not  repeated.  All  considered,  there  can  scarcely  have  been 
a  more  poisonous  eight  feet  by  three  in  the  whole  county.  People  stopped 
to  look  over  the  wall  and  I  was  compelled,  lest  my  sanity  was  in  question, 
to  let  it  be  known  that  I  was  carrying  out  experiments  for  medicinal 
purposes.  The  following  year,  the  border  reverted  to  the  customary 
patriotic  display  of  geranium,  lobelia  and  daisy.

March  1955  ■  "A  chemist  had  complained 
that  a  firm  of  doctors  were  dispensing 
for  patients  living  within  one  mile  of  his 
pharmacy." 

March  1963 :  The  Committee  were  dis- 
appointed that  so  little  had  resulted  from 
the  conference  of  rural  chemists  and  at 
the  frequency  of  such  conferences." 
October  1963 :  "It  was  agreed  that  the 
one-mile  limit  had  to  be  increased."  "That 
the  dispensing  service  given  by  doctors 
left  a  good  deal  to  be  desired." 
April  1969:  "It  was  decided  to  leave  the 
matter  over  until  after  the  problem  of 
doctor  dispensing  in  the  County  had  been 
solved." 

June  1969  :  "The  Committee  felt  sanctions 
were  not  at  this  stage  necessary  but  a 
speedy  increase  of  the  1  mile  limit  to 
3  miles  was  essential." 
October  1969:  "Disappointment  was 
expressed  that  no  progress  had  been  made 
on  rural  dispensing  (doubt  was  expressed 
that  there  ever  would  be)." 
February  1970 :  "A  definition  of  'rural  in 
character'  was  essential."  "Doctors  were 
dispensing  for  patients  within  a  mile."  "If 
doctors  cannot  give  up  all  dispensing  then 
as  an  interim  measure,  5,  3  or  even  2 
miles  could  be  accepted." 

And  so  on  to  1975 — to  "moratorium", 
to  "standstill".  What  a  sad  commentary

on  pharmacy's  importance  in  dispensing 
for  all  patients  over  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. All  through  the  years  there  have 
been  calls  for  a  square  deal  for  rural 
pharmacy  and  all  down  the  years  the 
replies  have  been  "Don't  do  anything 
drastic  now — agreement  is  just  round  the 
corner",  or  "the  Minister  feels  that  agree- 
ment between  the  two  professions  must  be 
obtained '. 

And  still  we  go  on.  We  now  talk  about 
a  moratorium,  but  what  we  should  be 
doing  is  saying  clearly  "dispensing  is  to 
be  done  by  pharmacists — if  there  are  areas 
in  England  and  Wales  where  there  are 
problems  it  will  be  pharmacy's  job  to 
solve  those  problems".  Unless  that  is  the 
basic  position  for  the  talks  I  can  see  little 
point  in  further  discussion. 

As  a  rural  pharmacist  I  believe  we  have 
an  unanswerable  case — so  incidently  do 
most  of  my  medical  friends.  Indeed,  I 
think  they  would  readily  drop  out  if  they 
were  not  to  lose  the  very  considerable 
income  which  they  receive  from  dispens- 
ing, but  year  after  year  we  go  on  allowing 
a  situation  to  drift  and  worsen. 

From  July  1,  oral  contraceptives  will 
be    free    on    NHS    prescription.  Most 
pharmacists  seem  well  pleased,  but  what 
about  asking  rural  pharmacists?  Many  of 
the  doctors  have  been  in  the  past  writing 
private    scripts    for    the    "pill"  which 
pharmacists    have    dispensed.    Checking  S 
through  my  prescription  book  I  see  that  I 
nearly  two-thirds  of  my  private  scripts  I 
were  for  patients  living  outside  the  mile  jj 
limit — patients  who  from  July  1  I  shall 
lose.  Yet  again  the  rural  pharmacist  gets 
left  outside. 

If  there  is  to  be  a  moratorium  at  the 
end  of  it  pharmacy  must  be  able  to  see 
some  sign  of  progress.  It  cannot  be 
allowed  to  be  an  excuse  for  another  years' 
procrastination  by  doctors  and  gradual 
slide  to  rural  pharmacy's  extinction.

Dinner  and  exhibition  to 
celebrate  golden  jubilee 


Proposals  for  celebrations  to  mark  the 
golden  jubilee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  were  given  to 
the  Society's  Council  at  its  June  meeting. 

The  president,  Mrs  C.  B.  A.  Watson, 
prefaced  the  report — from  the  General 
Purposes  Committee — by  pointing  out  that 
conditions  in  Northern  Ireland  were  not 
conducive  to  night  travel.  However,  the 
Committee  felt  that  the  occasion  should 
be  marked  by  a  dinner  which  members  of 
the  Society  could  attend  and  to  which 
guests  would  be  invited.  It  was  decided 
to  hold  the  dinner  at  the  Dunadry  Inn  on 
November  5,  and  to  hold  an  exhibition 
throughout  the  week  commencing  Novem- 
ber 10  in  the  Society's  lecture  hall.  Topics 
such  as  "careers  in  pharmacy"  and  "safety 
of  medicines"  would  be  covered  and  items 
of  equipment  used  by  pharmacists  in  the 
past  would  be  on  show.  The  exhibition 
would  be  open  to  members  of  the  public 
at  certain  times  but  the  older  members  of 
the  Society  would  be  sent  personal  in- 
vitations to  attend  during  the  afternoon. 

Mr  J.  Kerr  suggested  that  members  of 
the  Society  might  be  asked  to  send  for 
display,  unusual  items  of  equipment  and 
if  the  owners  were  willing  these  could 
form  the  nucleus  for  a  permanent  display 
in  the  proposed  new  pharmacy  building 
at  the  Queen's  University.  He  knew  Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy  had  already  commenced  a 
collection.  It  was  also  proposed  that  a 
short  history  of  the  Society  be  prepared 
and  copies  made  available  at  the  exhibi- 
tion. During  the  exhibition  articles  about 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  should  be  pub- 
lished in  the  local  Press  and  members  be 
asked  to  make  window  displays  dealing 
with  the  historical  aspects  of  pharmacy. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  co-operation  of 
the  editors  of  local  monthly  journals  be 
sought  as  these  were  widely  distributed  in 
waiting  rooms  and  clubs.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Kidney  donor  cards 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Services  was  received  asking  if 
the  Council  would  support  proposals  to 
bring  the  kidney  transplant  donor  scheme 
to  the  attention  of  the  public  by  inviting 
pharmacists  to  display  a  poster  and  make 
available  kidney  donor  cards.  The  posters 
and  cards  were  already  on  display  in 
doctors'  waiting-rooms,  hospitals  and 
health  clinics.  It  was  agreed  to  support 
the  proposals. 

The  resignation  of  Mr  A.  W.  Kernahan, 
FPS,  DPA  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  Chemists'  Benevolent 
Fund  was  received.  The  president  said  Mr 
Kernahan,  who  had  taken  a  very  active 
part  in  the  Committee's  work,  would 
shortly  leave  Northern  Ireland  to  reside  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  His  departure 
would  be  a  great  loss  to  the  Committee 


and  she  proposed  that  a  letter  be  sent  to 
him  expressing  the  Council's  appreciation 
for  his  services  over  the  last  12  years.  Mr 
G.  E.  Mcllhagger  said  Mr  Kernahan  was 
one  of  the  longest-serving  members  on  the 
Committee,  regular  and  punctual  in  his 
attendances.  He  took  great  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  those  assisted  by  the  Committee 
and  his  advice  would  be  greatly  missed. 
It  was  agreed  to  invite  Mr  R.  G.  P. 
McMullan  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  president  expressed  Council's  regret 
on  learning  of  the  illness  of  Mr  W.  H. 
Boyd.  The  secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman,  was 
instructed  to  convey  Council's  goodwishes 
for  a  speedy  recovery.  The  president  also 
extended  to  Mr  Mcllhagger  Council's  good 
wishes  for  a  long  and  happy  retirement. 

Receipt  was  reported  of  the  Misuse  of 
Drugs  (Designation)  (Amendment)  Order 
(Northern  Ireland)  (SR  (NI)  1975  no.  141) 
and  of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  (Amendment) 
Regulations  (Northern  Ireland)  1975  (SR 
(Nl)  1975  no.  140). 

Commonwealth  degree 

Mr  Kerr  said  he  had  received  copies  of 
the  report  of  the  Commonwealth  Pharm- 
aceutical Association's  working  party  on 
the  Commonwealth  pharmacy  degree  and 
would  be  glad  to  let  any  member  have  a 
copy  to  read.  It  was  hoped  to  hold  a 
meeting  of  the  European  group  of  the 
Association  in  the  near  future.  It  was 
agreed  that  Mr  Kerr  should  represent  the 
Society 

The  report  from  the  Finance  Committee 
was  presented  by  Mr  Dillon  who  explained 
that  because  of  staff  problems  the  Commit- 
tee recommended  that  the  Society's  office 
be  closed  from  July  1-14  inclusive.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Mr  Armstrong  felt  it  might  be  wise  to 
appoint  a  small  committee  to  consider  the 
Society's  present  premises  in  the  light  of 
requirements  over  the  next  25  years.  The 
tendency  was  for  offices  to  move  away 
from  the  city  centre  and  it  was  extremely 
difficult  to  find  parking  space  in  the 
University  Street  area  during  the  day.  He 
asked  the  value  of  the  Society's  premises. 
The  secretary  said  it  was  the  practice  of 
the  auditors  to  undervalue  the  premises 
because  they  were  concerned  merely  with 
a  book  value  and  no-one  had  anv  idea 
what  kind  of  offers  would  be  received 
were  the  premises  to  be  offered  for  sale. 
The  nature  of  the  building  was  such  that 
only  a  body  like  the  University  would  be 
interested  in  purchasing  it.  Mr  Armstrong 
suggested  that  on  investigation  the  present 
premises  might  be  found  adequate;  the 
series  of  postgraduate  lectures  were  held 
in  the  medical  biology  centre.  Otherwise 
it  might  be  possible  to  purchase  fairly 
cheaply  a  large  house  further  away  from 
the  city  centre  and  to  have  parking  facili- 
ties in  the  arounds  of  the  house.  Suitable 


extensions  could  probably  be  added  and 
the  whole  would  be  cheaper  than  erecting 
a  new  building.  It  was  agreed  that  a  joint 
House  and  Finance  Committee  should  con- 
sider the  matter. 

Mr  Mcllhagger  asked  if  any  recent 
change  had  been  made  in  the  law  relating 
to  the  sale  of  paraquat.  The  secretary 
replied  that  he  was  unaware  of  any  such 
change.  Mr  Mcllhagger  said  he  knew  of 
five  cases  where  children  had  been  admit- 
ted to  hospital  over  a  short  period  of 
time.  All  had  suffered  from  the  effects  of 
swallowing  dilutions  of  paraquat  and  he 
was  very  concerned.  Was  it  proposed  to 
hold  a  meeting  of  the  Northern  ireland 
Poisons  Board  in  the  near  future?  The 
secretary  replied  that  he  thought  the 
Poisons  Board  secretary  would  be  an  official 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Services.  Although  the  Council  nominated 
three  members  of  the  Board  the  Society 
had  nothing  to  do  with  its  activities.  It 
was  agreed  to  approach  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Services  and  ask  if  it 
was  proposed  to  impose  a  stricter  control 
on  the  sale  of  paraquat.

Principles  of  Pharmaceutical  Marketing, 

second  edition.  Mickey  C.  Smith  PhD, 
Lea  &  Febiger,  Philadelphia  USA.  Henry 
Kimpton,  205  Great  Portland  Street, 
London  W1.  9i  x  6  in.  Pp  xi  x  440.  £7  45. 
Although  the  principles  of  pharmaceutical 
marketing  have  not  changed  since  the  first 
edition  was  published  six  years  ago,  there 
have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  details, 
statistics  and  laws.  These  have  been  in- 
corporated in  the  second  edition.  The  first 
part  deals  with  the  market.  It  is  followed 
by  a  review  of  the  relationship  between 
marketing  and  research  and  development. 
Whilst  some  of  the  material  is  inapplicable 
(for  example,  advertising  in  retail)  to 
British  readers  this  book  is  useful 
especially  to  students.

Available  from  bookshops  or  the  author/ 
publisher.  8|  x  6  in.  Pp140.  £2-50. 
With  business  transfer  agents  claiming  to 
be  handling  record  transactions  (at  least 
in  chemists'  shops),  this  book  by  pharm- 
acist, Eric  Jensen,  has  been  published  at 
an  opportune  moment  especially  for  those 
buyers  with  no  experience  of  ownership. 
This,  the  third,  edition  will  also  be  useful 
for  the  sellers  of  businesses  since  the  text 
has  not  only  been  revised  but  extended 
to  contain  notes  for  those  with  businesses 
for  disposal.  There  is  an  index  and  a 
specimen  contract.  As  previously  the  book 
is  easily  readable  and  in  fact  it  is  recom- 
mended that  because  the  subject  does  not 
lend  itself  to  be  divided  into  closely  knit 
compartments  or  chapters,  the  book 
should  be  read  as  a  whole.

Edited  by  F.  J.  Di  Carlo  Marcel  Dekker 
Inc  (270  Madison  Avenue,  New  York, 
USA).  91  x  6i  in.  Pp  308  $25-50. 
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Ayrton  Saunders'  sales 
rise  by  25  per  cent 


Sales  of  Ayrton  Saunders  &  Co  Ltd  in 
the  year  ended  February  22  at  £4  27m 
were  up  by  25  per  cent  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  That,  said  Mr  D.  R. 
Leith,  chairman,  in  his  annual  report 
more  than  compensated  for  the  fall  in 
value  of  the  pound. 

Trading  profit  went  up  from  £195,654 
to  £353,067.  After  tax  the  profit  was 
£141,875  (£75,873).  The  proposed  ordinary 
dividend  is  8  062  per  cent — the  maximum 
permitted  increase  over  last  year's  7  39 
per  cent. 

Mr  Leith  says  the  export  department 
had  an  excellent  year  with  orders  for 
own  products  exceeding  capacity  to 
supply.  He  also  draws  attention  to  the 
frustration  the  company  experiences  at 
not  being  eligible  for  investment  grants 
for  the  purchase  of  new  machinery 
"which  are  available  as  of  right  to  manu- 
facturers in  development  areas.  The 
reason  is  that  we  do  not  meet  the  unsatis- 
factory criteria  laid  down  in  the  Industry 
Act  for  buildings  which  house  manufac- 
turing and  non-manufacturing  activities", 
he  states. 

British  firm  aims  for 
£80,000  Polish  contract 

A  British  company  is  hoping  to  win  a 
contract  to  supply  all  the  vial  and  ampoule 
equipment  for  a  new  pharmaceutical 
packaging  plant  in  Poland. 

The  company — Autopack  Ltd,  PO  box 
2,  Malvern,  Worcestershire — has  produced 
pharmaceutical  food  and  spice  packaging 
equipment  for  a  number  of  years  and  is 
currently  concentrating  on  the  export 
market.  The  Polish  contract  would  be 
worth  £80,000  with  Autopack  providing 
most  of  the  machinery  and  suggesting  the 
rest  on  a  consultancy  basis.  They  have  also 
drawn  up  plans  showing  how  the  equip- 
ment would  be  situated  in  a  sterile  suite. 

The  company  held  a  Press  day  at 
Malvern  last  week  to  mark  a  new  exten- 
tion  to  their  factory.  Among  other  equip- 
ment on  show  included  the  company's 
Auto-Ampak  115  high  speed  ampoule 
filling  and  sealing  machine,  which  has  a 
variable  speed  drive,  giving  a  speed  range 
of  40-90  ampoules  a  minute.  Filling  ad- 
justment can  be  carried  out  while  the 
machine  is  running,  and  the  ampoules 
can  be  filled  under  nitrogen. 

The  model  29  Rotar  plant  is  said  to  be 
the  company's  latest  and  most  advanced 
pharmaceuticals  unit.  It  can  handle 
powders  or  liquids  and  is  available  with  a 
magazine  feed  for  filling  dental  cartridges 
and  unstable  vials.  The  vials  are  fed  by 
rotary  transfer  through  filling  and  closing 
stations,  with  closures  being  located  ac- 
curately by  a  "pick  and  place"  mechanism. 
Depending  upon  the  size  of  vials  to  be 


filled,  it  is  claimed  the  machine  can 
operate  at  speeds  of  up  to  5,400  vials  an 
hour.  Provision  for  prefilling  the  vials 
with  nitrogen  can  also  be  incorporated  on 
the  machine. 

Optrex  plan  staged  move 
to  Swindon  by  1977 

Optrex  Ltd  have  decided  to  move  their 
manufacturing  capacity  from  Perivale  to 
Swindon  over  the  next  2\  years.  Dr  G.  T. 
Bassil,  managing  director,  said:  "We  have 
decided  to  make  this  change  to  allow  us 
to  properly  continue  the  considerable 
expansion  plans  that  we  have  in  hand  for 
the  company  over  the  coming  years.  We 
feel  that  the  age  of  the  present  manufac- 
turing building  in  Wadsworth  Road, 
Perivale  and  the  restricted  size  of  the  site, 
rule  out  the  possibility  of  rebuilding  or 
upgrading  the  present  factory." 

The  decision  will  not  affect  the  ware- 
housing arrangements  which  will  continue 
to  be  serviced  from  Perivale.  New  head- 
quarters office  accommodation  "will  prob- 
ably be  located  west  of  the  London 
area." 

Optrex  Ltd  was  acquired  on  a  fifty/fifty 
basis  in  January  1975  by  Hoechst  UK 
Ltd  and  Roussel  Laboratories  Ltd.  Roussel 
already  have  their  manufacturing  plant  at 
Swindon. 

Hungary  makes  a  deal  with 
India  over  methyldopa 

Hungary  has  offered  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  India  on  the  manufacture 
of  methyldopa  in  the  public  sector,  having 
previously  expressed  its  willingness  to 
enter  into  a  long-term  agreement  for  the 
supply  of  the  drug. 

Representatives  of  the  Hungarian  drug 


industry,  who  met  the  Minister  of  State 
for  Petroleum  and  Chemicals,  Mr  K.  R. 
Ganesh,  recently  assured  him  that  next  to 
their  own  requirements  Hungary  would 
give  preference  for  India's  need  for  the 
bulk  drug. 

The  Indian  Government  has  asked  the 
state-owned  Indian  Drugs  and  Pharma- 
ceuticals to  formulate  the  drug  from  the 
Hungarian  stock  claimed  to  have  been 
imported  at  almost  one-third  the  price  of 
that  from  the  US.

£:  minimal  price  effect 

London,  July  2:  The  rapid  deterioration 
in  the  value  of  £  sterling  during  the  week 
against  other  currencies  had  a  minimal 
effect  on  prices.  The  reason  is  that 
business  being  seasonally  quiet  those 
holding  stocks  wanted  to  turn  them  over. 
Where  the  stocks  were  short,  as  for 
example,  cherry  bark,  the  rate  has  gone 
up  to  reflect  the  currency  disparity. 

Elsewhere  in  crude  drugs  quotations 
were  easier  for  balsams,  buchu,  gentian, 
ginger,  hydrastis  and  tumeric. 

There  were  again  no  direct  shipments 
of  Tinnevelly  senna  from  Tuticorin  during 
May  to  the  UK  and  only  13  tons  of  leaves 
went  to  the  US.  However  Continental 
Europe  received  36  tons  of  leaves  and 
161  tons  of  pods. 

Essential  oil  prices  marked  time  in  the 
absence  of  business.  Only  Brazilian 
peppermint  (arvensis)  was  firmer  by 
EO-10  kg.
